SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 25.—The Call 
publishes a story to the effect that 
Conte Camillo de Rudio, the Itallan 
exile, who threw one of the bombs 
that shattered the carriage of Emperor 
Louis Napoleon III and Empress Euge- 
nie, killing 10 persons and injuring 150 
others, in Paris on the night of Jan. 
14, 1058, is living quietly ih Los Angeles 
with his English wife, who aided him 
to escape the scaffold and has been 
with him ever since. 

According to De Rudio the plot to kill 
the French Emperor was originated by 
Felice Orsini, who took into his confi- 
dence himself, Giuseppi Pieri and anoth- 
er exile named Gomez. The idea was 
that an uprising in France would be fol- 
lowed by one in Italy in which the mon- 
archy would be overthrown. The throw- 
ing of the bombs and the execution of 
Orsini and Pieri are matters of history. 
Gomez was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. De Rudio éscaped on his way to 
the gallows, to which he had been con- 
demned, by the aid of his wife, Eliza- 
beth, an English woman. He after- 
wards was sent to Devil’s Island, but 
escaped, and after many vicissitudes 
reached California. 

De Rudio, in his story, connects Fran- 
cisco Crisp! with the plot, declaring that 
he saw him in conference with Orsini a 
few moments before the bombs were 
thrown.

PREACHER WANTS 
JS AND BATH 
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Downtown Institution to Ac- 
commodate All Advocated 
at Ministers’ Alliance. 





A big, interdenominational church to be 
located on Sixth street somewhere be- 
tween Cass avenue and Market street, 
preferably near the latter, was advo- 
cated by Rev. Edward Card, head of 
the St. Louis City Mission, 804 North 
Sixth street, in an address to the St. 
Louls Evangelical Ministers’ Alliance. 
The subject for the session was ‘‘The 
Challenge of the City,’’ and Rev. Mr. 
Card was one of the principal speakers. 
In reference to his suggestion, Mr. Card 
said: 
“My idea is to have a great interde- 
nominational church of the modern in- 
stitutional type located in the heart of 
the city to accommodate persons of all 
religions and all nationalities, strangers 
in our midst or residents of the city, 
who, through dissipation or hard luck, 
have gotten down and out. Every other 
big city has such a church. 

Cost #45,000, 
“The building and ground could be 
had for about $4,000 and the church 
could be kept up by the various denom- 
inations of the city, contributing pro- 
portionately to the work. A minister— 
a man of any denomination, just so he 
was fitted for the work—could be placed 
in charge and his assistants could be 
men who had been redeemed from evil 
ways. 

“My idea is that there should be a 
lodging house, baths, laundry, reading 
room and every other device 
for caring for and rescuing men. 
I have in my own mission dis- 
trict drunkards, thieves, all kinds of 
men, and of some of the worst ‘speci- 
mens the Gospel has made beautiful 
characters. All that is needed to change 
any man from a menace to the city into 
a blessing is a little love and the means 
to care for him during the redemption 
period. 

Institution a Necessity. 

“Such a church as I have suggested 
would afford the means and there would 
be no calculating the good that could 
be done. I really think such an insti- 
tution is a necessity to the future wel- 
fare of St. Louis. There are thousands 
of men in the city at this hour who 
need and who would profit by just that 
sort of a church. The Gospel is the only 
solution to these problems of sociology, 
and the Gospel is a certain solution of 
them.” 

Rev. 8S. E. Ewing, pastor of the Eu- 
celia Avenue Baptist Church, sald that 


| the problem of the city was as old as 


cities themselves, but that in our day it 
was complicated by loose living, clubs, 
bachelor apartments, divorce and other 
modern institutions. 

= Civie Conditions, 

He referred to civic conditions in St. 
Louis in general terms: 

“The revelations of the last few 
years, and what has taken place in our 
city in the last few weeks, reveals to 
us what & ma@5S Of peopie we nave 
who are wholly indifferent to the sacred 
obligations of citizenship.

Engineer Reported Tragedy 
and Finally Lad Was 
Arrested. 


Special Correspondence From London 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


LONDON, Sept. 2.—An extraordinary 
act of foolhardiness on the part of a 
12-year-old boy named Richard Guthrie 
was related at the Stockport Police 
Court. 

Guthrie was playing with a number 
ef boys near the Midland Railway line 
at Bredbury when one of his compan- 
fons offered to give him a halfpenny if 
he would lie down in front of an ap- 
proaching train. Without hesitation 
Guthrie placed himself between the 
metals and allowed the train—an ex- 
press from Manchester to the south— 
to pass over him. 

He then rejoined the other boys and 
claimed his halfpenny without showing 
the slightest sign either of injury or 
fear. 

The engineer of the express was great- 
ly shocked to see the boy walk on the 
line and crouch down right in front of 
the engine. He was sure the boy had 
been killed, and reported the circum- 
stance while passing through Marpie. 

Messages were dispatched down the 
line. Search parties set out, and all 
trains over the section ran with cau- 
tion for a considerable time. No trace 
of a tragedy was found, and it was not 
until the Brecbury station master 
chanced to overhear some boys talking 
together that the truth was learned. 

The boys were charged with  tres- 
passing on the line, and it was discov- 
ered that Guthrie had actually gone 
through the same perfermance on the 
previous day. 

When they were brought up at the 
Police Court Guthrie, a fair-haired, in- 
telligent-looking lad, was asked by the 
chairman of the bench why he had 
done so foolhardy a thing. 

“T saw a boy at Marple doing it, and 
I thought I could do the same,” he re- 

lied. “Willie Whitehead gave me a 

alfpenny for doing it.’’ 

The Magistrate fined him 25 cents and 
costs on a charge of trespassing.

Reply to Roosevelt Names 
Republicans Who Repre- 
sent Corporations. 


HIS BRIBERY SPEECH 





Attorney Explains Why He 
Referred to Offense as 
“Conventional.” 





Answering the reference to him con- 
tained in President Reosevelt’s latest 
campaign letter to William J. Bryan, 
former Judge Henry 8S. Priest declared 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
(Priest) has represented and will con- 
tinue to represent the Standard Oil Co. 
in the anti-trust proceedings brought 
against that corporation by the Fed- 
eral Government. 

At the same time Judge Priest called 
attention to the fact: that Charles 
Nagel, Republican National Committee- 
man from Missouri, is counsel for the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Co., the Western 
Subsidiary of the Standard Oil Co. 

“Is Nagel associated with you in the 
Government case?’”’ Judge Priest was 
asked, 

“No, not directly,’’ he replied. ‘“‘That 
is to say he is not an attorney of record 
in the case.’’ 

Explains “Conventional Offense.” 

In a formal reply to the President, 
Judge Priest explained for the first time 
since he uttered it six years ago, his 
statement, “Bribery is a conventional 
offense.’’ 

This declaration, quoted by the Presi- 
dent, occurred in Judge Priest’s speech 
to the jury in defense of Robert M. 
Snyder, Kansas City millionaire, accused 
of bribery in the Central Traction case. 

Judge Priest was striving in his 
speech, to discredit former Councilman 
Uthoff, the chief witness against Sny- 
der, and was emphasizing Uthoff’s ad- 
mission that, in accepting bribes, he 
had violated his oath of office. For this 
reason, Judge Priest denounced him as 
a perjurer, and endeavored to show 
that perjury is a greater crime than 
bribery. 

“Conventionality” Not an Excuse, 

“Bribery,’’ said Judge Priest, “is a con- 
ventional offense. In former times only 
the bribe-taker was considered an of- 
fender. But perjury is a crime which 
only the atoning blood of Christ can 
wash away.”’ 

In his statement, made public Tues- 
day, Judge Priest calls attention to the 
connection in which the words were ut- 
tered, and says they were not meant to 
excube bribery, but only to contrast the 
offense charged against the defendant 
with that admitted by his chief ac- 
cuser. 

“A conventional offense,’’ says Judge 
Priest in his explanatory statement, “‘is 
one defined by legislative convention, 
and is denominated malum prohibitum 
(evil because it is prohibited) to distin- 
guish it from an offense which is ma- 
lum in se (evil in itself). 


“IT then,’’ Ju.ge Priest says, ‘‘con- 
demned unqualifiedly and unequivocal- 
ly both bribery and lying. I will nor 
now undertake to say which is more 
debasing and corrupting in its influ- 
ence on public affairs.’’

Co. as at- 
torneys of record, and the subsequent 
appointment of Judge Finkelnburg by 
the President te the Federal Court 
bench. 

Nagel Is Taft Adviser. 

Charlies Nagel, arother of the firm, 
is new, Judge Priest peints out, Repub- 
lican national committeeman from Mis- 
souri, and intimate adviser of Taft. 

Judge Boyle, his own partner, and his 
associate in corporation work, is named 
by Judge Priest as a Taft supporter. 
He alse mentions the fact that Gardner 
Lathrop, a leading Kansas City Repub- 
lican, was Robert M. Snyder’s regular 
atterney, and that William Warner, 
new Republican Senator from Missouri, 
was one of Snyder's counsel in the bri- 
bery case. 

Judge Priest denies that he is, or 
ever was, an official of the Waters- 
Pierce company. He declares it is ‘‘the 
height of absurdity to attempt to in- 
fluence public epinion for or against 
either of the candidates by showing 
that this, that er the other attorney who 
represents a persenal or cerporate clien- 
tage is for or against him.’ 

Still Represents Standard. 

Notwithstanding President Roosevelt's 
antipathy te the Rockefeller interests, 
Judge Priest told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Tuesday that he (Priest) has rep- 
resented and will continue to represent 
the Standard Oil Co, in the anti-trust 
proceedings brought again that corpora- 
tien by the Federal Government.

Ownership of Property Worth 
$200,000 Depended on 


93 Deaths. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 29.—By 
the death of Lucius Wooster Fitch of 
this city, who was one of the oldest 
Yale graduates, the Tontine Hotel As- 
sociation, one of the last of the Ton- 
tine associations of the country, comes 
to a close. The property will now be 
divided between the seven shareholders 
left. 

It was the most famous gamble ever 
tried in Connecticut. In 1823 three hun- 
dred New Haven citizens decided that 
the city needed a hotel and so obtained’ 
from the legislature a charter Ses a 
Tontine Association. 

Each subscribed $100 and named a cer.- 
tain person at Whose death the stock 
should become worthless. When all but 
seven of these nominees were dead the 
property was to be divided between the 
persons who held the remaining seven 
shares. 

The death of Mr. Fitch leaves seven. 
While the shares were transferable, the 
nominees had to remain the same. Most 
of the seven nominees are now share- 
holders and all are nearly % vears old. 
The hotel property is now worth $200,- 
000,

The correspondence had to do with 
the army of men hafd at work trying to 
flmd out where the bridge ought to be 
built, whose arduous toil has, as yet, 
not even récéived an officiai thank you, 
to say notning of the wages which they 
and President O'Reilly think is their 


due. 

President O'Reilly says that the army 
of workers consisted of 13 men in July, 
am equal number in August, but only 
five during as much of the month of 


September as has elapsed. The reason. 
for the shortage in the ariry this month | 


was the position taken by President 
O'Reilly that he could dispense with the 


services of eight ‘‘field workers.’’ They ft. 


were accordingly discharged, though 
they had rendered valuable service, says 
O'Reilly, during the two preceding 
months. 

Workers Net Paid. 

“I have written two letters to the 
Mayor regarding the pay of the free 
bridge employes,” said O’Reilly Tuesday. 
*“T wanted him to take some action, as 
my vouchers for the payroll were not 
recognized by the City Auditor because 
the Mayor had not O Kd them. 

“The Mayor showed my letters scant 
ceurtesy. To the first of them, writ- 
ten a month ago, he made no reply 
whatever, and to the second he merely 
told me to ‘proceed in the usual man- 
ner.’ ee 

‘Mayor Wells was asked about the let- 
ters. He said: 

“President O'Reilly misrepresents our 
correspondence. His first letter was so 
Milly nobody could understand it and I 
threw it into the waste basket. In re- 
ply to the second I said that his duties 
Were so well defined in the Charter and 
that, if he were in doubt he should 
consult the legal department through 
the Mayor.”

Good Snagboat Missouri At- 
tempts Overland Trip From 
Kansas City. 





The snagboat Missouri of the United 
States navy, six months or so out of 
Kansas City, is hard aground in the 
middle of the Missourt River, a mile 
above the mouth. She is in_ fact, 
so hard aground that there not 
much chance of her getting afloat un- 
til the next big flood. 

The towboat King, 
gone to the relief of the stranded ship 
with fuel for boilers and food for the 
men, but there is doubt of her ability 
to. get near enough to do-any good 
without hanging up on the bar.

Asks Why His Opponent’s Sin 
Is Regarded as Roosevelt's 
Virtue. 








LAMBASTS 








NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—Dr. Day of 
Syracuse University, friend and beue- 
ficlary of and apologist for Archbold 
and the Standard Otl, just couldn't 
keep quiet any longer and today jumped 
into the political game with a mighty 
wallon for President Roosevelt and an 
exoneration of Senator Foraker. In a 
dispatch from Syracuse printed here this 
morning Dr. Day says: 

‘Never has this country known such 
a condition politically. Never has it seen 
its presidency descend to such a shame- 
ful degeneracy ef demagogy. The boast 
of its high moral ideas and the eleva- 
tion of its ethics far above trusts, which 
it considers the sum of all villainy, is 
made contemptible by revelations of the 
glaring inconsistency of the _ chief 
boaster. 

“Fortunately the fulminations from 
the White House carry no conviction, 
sb prejudicing, unfair and untrue are 
they. They are humiliating, not because 
they are from Mr. Roosevelt, but be- 
cause they are from the presidency. 
The office is degraded: -The feople are 
co®@red with shame. 

President Devoted to Campaign. 

“The little postmasters are removed 
for engaging in politics. The most of 
the business of the presidential office 
is devoted to a political campaign. Cabi- 
nets are called, interviews are furnished, 
telephone and telegraph wires are kept 
hot, the clerical force is worked far into 
the night—if the newspaper special cor- 
respondents are to be believed—and our 
‘square deal’ President is chafing at 
the bit to go upon the platform. 

“With the first unsupported accusa- 
tions against his political enemy by a 
man whom he has branded as an aSssas- 
sin he bestrides his broncho and rushes 
into the dust of the melee, waving his 
lariat aloft in the form of a private 
letter from his presidential appointee to 
cenfirm the charges of his ‘assassin,’ a 
letter which shows plainly that that 
enemy was welcome as a political coad- 
jutor while he could be used, but would 
be stabbed and thrown into the ditch 
when his. corpse could be made more 
serviceable.”’ 

Dr. Day asserts that corrupt legisla- 
tors turned brigands and “held up’’-cor- 
porations. 

Legislaters Cause of Bribery. 

“The only protection the representa- 
tives of the corporate interests had was 
by their wits and the circumvention 
of such pirates by defeating bad laws 
and promoting good ones,’’ he. says. 
“The lobby of the Legislature was more 
the work of the legislator than of the 
corporation. There would have been 
no wick-d buying if there had not 
been wicked selling—a selling that forced 
the buying and the price. 

“I know that ‘no corporation resisted 
this mulcting more successfully than 
Standard Oi). I was teld by Mr. Arch- 
bold 15 years ago that the only rescue 
of the corporation from the brigands of 
the legislatures was by Federal law. The 
corporations hated and condemned by 
Mr. Roosevelt were the first to move 
for Federal legislation. They were azgi- 
tating that question before he had en- 
tered national politics. They were try- 
ing to escape the garroters of the Leg- 
islature. They seem to have met a 
worse fate. 

Foraker Sin Roosevelt Virtue. 

“The charge against Mr. Foraker for 
practicing as an attorney when in of- 
fice is absurd. The very salary paid 
a Senator proves that the country ex- 
pects him to employ his spare time in 
some legitimate business. Senator For- 


fair that in ne way did he serve any 
corporation after the country changed 
its attitude to such forms of business. 

“As I have shown, Mr. Roosevelt, 
then a presidential candidate, was hob- 
nobbing with trust magnates and urg- 
ing them to secure money to elect him. 
But more than that, he chose for a 
member of his Cabinet a man who held 
at that time a retaining fee from a great 
corporation and whose history was con- 
nected with the defense of graft crim- 
inals. That man is now in Mr. Roose- 
velt's Cabinet. 

“How is the sin of Foraker a virtue 
in Roosevelt? 

“The eyes of the American people are 
opening wide. They are not all de- 
ceived. What they need is to exercise 
themselves in the judicial temperament. 
They are too easily stampeded by the 
frenzy of the mad reformer. 

“The American citizen cannot return 
too soon to constitutional government 
and the re-enforcement of business with 
his confidence.”

A Discussion of this subject was 
opened recently by a German 
newspaper and the Post-Dispatch has 
submitied it to St. Louls women, asking 
them to give their views. Each of them 
answ2red differently. 
ne of the women declared the ques- 
tion absolutely foolish, yet proceeded to 
discuss it nevertheless. One of the 
women made the period at which woman 
is at her best only five years. All the 
othersa made it broader. One wotan 
stretched it to cover 30 years, while an- 
other varied the answer to rnake woman 
“at her best in some respects in each 
of her seven ages.,’’ 
The interviews reveal! some interesting 
and, at times, original philosophy on the 
usefulness of woman. They are as fol- 
lows: 
“When a woman is at her best she sel- 
dom tells her age,’’ laughingly remark- 
ed Miss Clara Blandick, pretty, black- 
eyed leading woman of the “Paid in 
Full’ company at the Olympic. 
“T should say, however, that it is my 
opinion that women are at their best 
from 2% to 3%. In saying this I speak 
particularly of professional women or 
women who partake of outdoor amuse- 
ments, women who have some excite- 
ment in their lives. I say this because I 
@m more familiar with such women than 
I am with women who devote them- 
selves mainly to thelr homes and chil- 
dren. This is because I am an actress 
and my profession throws me in touch 
with such women more than it does 
with the other kind. 


Realize Master Touch 


Four Years After College 


aa ee average age for both men 
and women to be graduated 
from college in this country is, 
I think, 22. It takes four or five years 
for them to develop in their professions 
to the point where they may realize the 
‘master touch.’ : 
“From then on te 36, I think, both 
men and women are at their best in 
their professions. Of course, they are 
not. always so credited, because fame 
is slow in coming, but it may be, and 
doubtless often is, that a man or woman 
is just as capable at 35 as he is after 
becoming famous after he has turned 
40. The trouble is, the world will not 
place so much confidence !n the men 
and women in the thirties. 

“In European countries the women at- 
tain their best earlier than they do in 
America, I belleve. The woman of W 
in Germany and Italy is often as ma- 
ture as the American woman of 40 or 
even 50. They marry earlier and ma- 
turit’ seems to me to go hand in hand 
with maternity. 

“In America women stay young longer 
than they doin Europe. They exercise 
more. They swim, play golf and indulge 
in other outdoor sports. Some women, 
like myself, make horseback riding their 
hobby. I met a woman of 50 in Chicago 
recently. She and her son played golf 
together just as if they were brother and 
sister. She played like a young girl. 
I lke to see that. 

“I don't think there is any excuse for 
an American woman growing old in 
mind. We have so many opportunities 
to distract our attention from care and 
worry. I am very much enthused over 
the way the American women of today 
stay young and girlish and cheertul, 
and fond of all sorts of hobbies. 

“JT belleve what I said about women 
being at their best from 2% to %5 applies 
to women in my own as it does to wom- 
en in any other profession. Our pro- 
fession, like most professions, requires 
great preliminary study. 

“After this is mastered the young ac- 
tress needs some years of actual prac- 
tice to be at her best. But I think she, 
too, is usually at her best between 3% 
and 30.”

“It is the vague product of an inexact 
mind. 

“You might just as well ask on what 
day of the year are strawberries the 
ripest. 

“The answer would be, of course, that 
it would depend on whether the season 
was backward or not. 

“If a woman’s mentality develops 
slowly she is more likely to be at her 
best when she is between 40 and 50 than 
she is when she is 18. 

“And it is a fact that a woman’s men- 
tality develops more slowly now than 
formerly. Rather, women continue to 
develop mentally later in life. I had an 
aunt who was married at 15. In her 
generation women married early. and 
then quit studying. Nowadays it is dif-

“But to say’ when a woman is at her 
best it is necessary to explain whether 
it is meant that she is at her best so- 
cially, intellectually, as a citizen, as a 
mother, as a friend or in one of a va- 
riety of other respects.

cence. [ am one past 2 and life is more 
than a rerniniscence to me. 

“T had a great-grandmother who died 
at the age of 97. When she was 92 she 
went horseback riding with a party of 
young people. She quit the party after 
riding awhile because tic wiuers rode 
too slowly. | 

“If I were to pick the age when a 
woman is at her best I would say be- 
tween 20 and 50. I do not believe that 
it can be said that women continue to 
improve up to any definite age and then 
immediately begin to deteriorate. On 
the other hand, I think while they con- 
tinue to grow up to the age of 20 that 
they reach of sort of tableland and there 
remain between 29 and 50. 

“Of course, in this time a woman 
might lose her looks or her figure or 
even her accomplishments. But that is 
not always true. I Know a coterie of 
women who have been members of a 
piano club for 25 years.

DOGS DIG UND 
NCLOSURE, KILL 
OREST PARK DEER

Four Blacktails Slain and Eat- 
en by Pack Running Wild 
at Night. 








Dogs that run wild at night in Forest 
Park have killed and eaten four of the 
six black-tailed deer that were kept 
in the inclosure in the park. 

It was not knewn that any of the deer 


was dead until a watchman went into 
the inclosure to see how the herd was 
getting along. He could find only two 
of the deer. After searching over all 
the inclosure he found the bones of the 
other four. The dogs had }-icked them 
clean. All of the four deer had been 
recently killed. 

A fence eight feet high surrounds the 
deer paddock. The watchman found 
where the dogs had dug the earth away 
from beneath the fence and entered. 


Led by Black Mongrel. 

None of the park watchman has seen 
the dogs, but they report that persons 
who live near the park have seen them 
and say the pack is led by a.big black 
mongrel dog. 

“T don’t think the dogs which make up 
the pack live in the park all the time,” 
said W. W. Klein, chief clerk to the 
Park Commissioner. 

“We believe that the 
up of dogs which live in the thinly 
Settled district west of Forest Park. 
These dogs stay around home in the 
daytime, but at night, after everyone is 
in bed, the pack gathers and, led by the 
old black fellow, it sneaks off to the 
park. It probably began by running 
down rabbits and then it grew bolder 
and went after the deer. After one 
had been run down and killed and eaten 
the pack probably returned the follow- 
ing night and killed another and kept 
that up until four had been eaten. 

Remaining Deer Guarded, 

“For several nights now we have 
had watchmen with rifles stationed 
around the deer paddock to watch for 
the pack of dogs, but, although the 
pack has been seen in the park, it did 
not come near the paddock. That shows 
how crafty the leader of the pack is. 
He will not lead’ his followers into a 
trap and I am afraid we will not suc- 
ceed in getting any of the pack.” 

The Park Commission originally placed 
two of the deer in the paddock. From 
these the other four were bred. A 
watchman will be kept to guard the 
paddock at night hereafter to save the 
lives of the two deer that remain.

It is expected that Judge W oodside 
will grant, some day this week, tLlie 
application of Prosecuting Altorney 
Lorts of Phelps County for a continu- 
ance of the reopened divorce case until 
the next March term. The principal rea- 
son for the continuance, as set forth in 
Lorts’ petition, is the failure to obtain 
service on Herman C. G. Luyties of 
St. Louis, who is desired as a witness. 

Lorts stated to the Court, in his petl- 
tion fer continuance, that St. Louls 
deputy sheriffs had failed to find Luy- 
ties in his home or at his place of 
vusiness. 

Wants Luyties as Witness. 


He said he desired Luyties’ testimony 
because of Luyties’ acquaintance with 
both Traunmiller and Mrs. Traunnii- 
ler, He said Luyties was familiar with 
Traunmiiller’s signature, and would be 
able to testify whether the signature 
appearing on the summons notifying 
Traunmiller of the divorce suit was 
genuine or a forgery. 

Judge Woodside announced 
would, some day this week, issue an 
order amending the record in_ the 
Traunmiller case. The recerd, as it now 
stands, states that the husband, Joseph 
Traunmiller, was present in court in 
person or by attorney when the divorce 
was granted. 

Attorney Vital W. Garesche of St. 
Louis, representing Mrs. Traunmiller, 
asked Judge Woodside Monday to dis- 
cualify himself, and permit another 
Judge to conduct the reopened divorce 
case. 

“My client would infinitely 
said Garesche, ‘‘that another 
should conduct this hearing.”’ 

“T have no doubt she wuld,”’ remarked 
Judge Woodside. “The Court will not 
disqualify itself.” 

Judge Woodside said he intended, in 
his future action on the case, to verify 
every fact in the proceedings for him- 
self. He said the errors in the record 
were due to his accepting the statements 
of counsel. Mr. Garesche replied that 
there had been no intention to mislead 
the Court. 

“There is evidence of fraud in this 
case, from start to finish,’’ said Judge 
Woodside. ‘‘The judgment handed me 
is not the judgment of the Court.’’ 

The Traunmiller case was reopened, 
after the divorce had been granted, 
when Judge Woodside learned that 
Traunmiller was in an insane asylum, 
and that his signature to the document 
notifying him of the suit was ques- 
tioned. 

Prosecuting Attorney Lorts was ap- 
pointed guardian of Traunmiller, in such 
interests uf his as were involved in 
tae Rolla court proceeding.

Sténography and Economics. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
The writer of the letter on “A Stenographer’s 
Wage” signed Spark Plug in your issue of the 28th 


seems to think that there is a wrong committed be-+- 


cause a well educated young woman can command 
only $3.50 a week as Salary for stenographic work. 
It appears to be impossible for some people to learn 
Or understand that such questions are purely eco- 
nomic and that considerations of right and wrong 
are not even remotely connected with them. Labor 
power is a commodity for sale on the market in open 
competition, like soap and turnips, beef and cabbage. 
The prices of all commodities are regulated rigorously 
by the law of supply and demand except tn so far 
as the operation of the law is obstructed by mo- 
nopoly, which appears In the shape of combinations 
of capital or Jabor unions. Generally speaking, the 
law of supply and demand is enforced in the case 
of the sale of labor power, the influence of labor 
unions being effective only to raise the price of 
union labor. When any commodity, whether it be 
cabbage or labor power, is not monopolized it must 
submit to the conditions of an open market and the 
seller thereof must take what he can get for it. 
Such being the case, to sneer or declaim in indigna- 
tion because this girl earned but only $8.50 a week 
is to betray ignorance of plain facts. If the gir! 
wants more money let her abandon a market in 
which there are too many sellers and go into one 
where the competition is not so severe. Again, I 
repeat, labor power is a commodity of no greater 
dignity than cabbage and the seller thereof is en- 
titled to no more consideration than is the seller of 
cabbage. This is political economy. It is a scientific 
question exclusively and there is not a trace of a 
moral element in it. It were as sensible to complain 
of the law of gravitation when a man allows him- 
self to be pushed from the top of a skyscraper as 
to grumble because wages are below the living point 
in a fair competitive market. VERRES.

Returning then secretly to Ire- 
land, he threw himself heart and sou! into the plan for a general Irish 
revolution. On July 2%, 1803, he and his colleagues attempted to seize the ar- 
senal and castle of Dublin. The soldiers of the garrison beat back their as- 
sailants and the uprising failed. 

Emmet escaped to the Wicklow Mountains, where he bided his time until 
he could cross safely to France. Finally his arrangements for flight were 
completed. But before turning his back forever on his native land he resolved 
to run the terrible risk of capture by seeking a last interview with Miss Cur- 
ran. His friends advised against so rash an act. But love was stronger than 
prudence. The chance for safe escape passed and Emmet was arrested. He 
was tried for high treason and condemned to death. At his trial he spoke so 
eloquently in protest against Ireland's wrongs that the English Judge himself 


was moved almost to tears.

Emmet wrote to Miss Curran and, according to the story, offered a jailer 
his watch and all his money to deliver the letter. Through secret family influ- 
ence the unhappy girl is said to have secured leave to visit Emmet in his cell 
the day before his execution. She is also said to have sat in a carriage out- 
side the prison when Emmet came forth to be hanged and to have kissed her 
hand jn farewell to the gallant youth. 

After her lover’s death Miss Curran found her sorrow still further deepened 
by her father’s attitude toward her. Furious at her devotion to the unfortu- 
nate patriot-martyr, Mr. Curran made life so hard for Sarah that she was 
obliged to leave the shelter of his house. Homeless, loveless, she fell into a 
melancholy from which nothing could arouse her. 

Her sufferings excited the pity of Capt. Sturgeon, an army officer. Stur- 
geon asked her to be his wife. She replied that her heart was dead. On 
Sturgeon’s assurance that he begged only the right to protect and comfort her, 
she consented to marry him. Sturgeon took her to Sicily, 
hoping the mild Southern climate might restore her shat- 
tered heaith. But the trouble lay too deep for human care 
to lighten it. 

Two years later Sarah died—literally of a broken heart. 
By her earlier wish her body was brought back to Ireland for burial. Her fate 
forms the theme of one of Moore’s most beautiful poems. 

Emmet’s body rests in an unmarked grave. For he commanded that no 
epitaph be carven above his head until Ireland should be free. Yet, thou- 
sands of pilgrims have gone to gaze on the nameless tomb. Almost the first 
of these visitors was a slight, dark-haired girl who, two days after Emmet’s 
execution, slipped away, by stealth, from the jealous guardianship of her 
fathér and went, under cover of night, to weep beside the last resting place 
of the man she loved.

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Coach Cochems Wants His Eleven to Break 
Into “Big Eight” Circles, He 
Explains. 





T, LOUIS UNIVERSITY, which for 
S years has paid little attentien to 

the eligibility code, and whose 
most extensive effort toward following 
in the footsteps of collegiate athletic 
reform was to make a term’s residence 
at the institution all that was neces- 
sary to give an athlete a right to repre- 
sent the school, has swung into line at 
last. 

Coach Edward B. Cochems, who for so 
long was strenuous in his arguments 
against the severe eligibility rules of 
the “Big Eight,’’ announced yesterday 
that he was making preparations this 
year against the adoption next season 
by St. Leuis University of the. more im- 
portant eligibility conditions obtaining 
in the Middle West. Cochems did not 
know to what extent the university 
would carry their meve to get back to 
the purity stage, as even the school 
authorities had not yet determined that. 
But that a year-residence rule will be 
required is certain. Cochems said yes- 
terday: 

“When school opens I expect to have 
a squad of at least 45 men, possibly 
more. Of course, I have no use for 
that number of players, even for prac- 
tice scrimmage, but I am looking for- 
ward to next season, when we will have 
an eligibility code which will probably 
include a year-residence rule. In that 
case I do not want to be caught nap- 
ping, and I am urging every man who 
looks as though he might have a good 
football game in him to come to our 
practices at Sportsman’s Park when the 
season there begins.

“T will lose very few men by gradua- 
tion this year and if I bulld up a fair 
sleven this season I will have a suffi- 
ciently big second squad from which to 
pick the necessary men to fill vacancies 
We want St. Louis U. to be able to play 
the “Big Eight’ teams.

BALLOON BURSTS, BUT FORMS 








German Aeronauts Fall 6000 Feet, 


Suffering No Serious Injury. 

DUSSELDORF, Rhenish Prussia, 
Germany, Sept. 28.—Capt. Von Abercron 
and Lieut. Con Goltzheim, well-known 
aeronauts, had a miraculous escape 
from death this afternoon in a spherical 
balloon. Thousands of spectators were 
horror-stricken at the accident. 

On being released from its fastenings, 
the balloon soared zlmost directly up- 
wards to an altitude of 6000 feet, when 
the envelope suddenly ripped open. The 
gas escaped in streams and the balloon 
shot downward. The aeronauts swiftly 
clambered into the network, in the des- 
perate hope of avoiding the shock of 
contact with the ground. 

The envelope spread out, seemingly 
if a purely accidental manner, forming 
a sort of parachute which checked the 
descent. 

The balloon then gradually came 
down, taking an hour and a half to 
reach the earth, the two men clinging 
to the ropes and the basket. They suf- 
fered no injury except a few scratches.

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WILL HEAR LOCAL MEN 
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Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in Session to Settle 
Freight Charge Dispute. 





Whether railroads have the right to 
increase their rates to meet the expense 
of improved facilities for carrying 
freight is the comprehensive question 
to be decided by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission now in session at 
the Jefferson Hotel to hear arguments 
for and against the validity of the new 
advanced schedule of rates put in ef- 
fect by Southwestern lines Aug. 10. 

The shippers say there is no obliga- 
tion on the part of the public to guar- 
antee uniform earnings of railroads or 
to pay high rates to make the business 
of the railroads profitable. 


The railroads contend that the de- 
mands of the public for better facilities 
has se increased the cost of operation 
that it is necessary to charge higher 
freight rates in order to protect the 
stockholders and to insure the con- 
tinuance of efficient service. The pub- 
lic, they say, must pay the freight. 

In answer to this, the shippers argue 
that under their charters the railroads 
‘gare bound to give the best possible serv- 
ice at the lowest reasonable rates. 


Schedule Declared Exorbitant. 
The schedule now in effect between 
St. Louls and Texas points is declared 
to be exerbitant and unjustified by con- 


ditions. 
In the arguments advanced by the 


railroads is a veiled threat that if the 
rates are not permitted to stand the 
railroads will cut wages or reduce their 

erki ferce, 
ins Leyoete of a attitude of the 
roads was seunded E. B. Perkins, 
attorney for the ese Belt, in outlin- 
ing the raliroade’ defense of the allegea 
exorbitant 

“The people are, patie’ te the best 
facilities possible,” he said, “and the 
railroads must pay their employes the 
highest compensation possible in order 

to make the character of the men they 
antoy as high as possible. The acts 
of Congress must be complied with, no 
matter what the cost. ut the para- 
mount right of the people is reusonable 
rates. The railroads, too, are entitled to 
@ reasonable return from the zrowth 
and development of their property. To 
gay that they are not se entitled would 
be a deprivation of rights without pro- 
cess of law. 

“Do Not Wish to Cut Wages.” 

“The railroad companies do not want 
te cut wages; the employes would not 
atand for such an action. We still re- 
quire much material and supplies, and 


the cost of these has net decreased in 
‘proportion because the purchasing pow- 
er of a dollar has decreased. I am not 
gaying this to launch a political discus- 
gion. We do not want to see a reduc- 
tion in the cost ef materials, for high 
ces mean the ceuntry's prosperriiy). 
“We represent a great public service 
and we have a right to ask of the Inter- 
gtate and State Commissions rates that 
will pearle us to perform that service 
perly. The safety of the public and 
ee have a greater part in our busi- 
ness than has capital. Witnesses will 
ghow that we are not pandering to any 
class or claim; that our claims are rea- 
sonable.”’ 
“St. Louls Trade in Danger.” 
At Monday afternoon's session ihe 
principal witnesses were U. S. Pawkett, 
manager of the Forth Worth Traffic 


Bureau, and R. F. W. Muehlberg, traf- 
fic manager ef the Anheuser-Busch 
Brewing Association.
